: CONFISCATION REJECTED. 
; The German people Sunday in a national plebis- 
fclto refused to approve the proposal to confiscate 
.the lands and property of the former German kaiser 
and other members of the German royal family. 
.

Approximately'14,000,000 votes were past m the af- 


firmative. 


It had to receive ZO.SOO-.O'SO ballots in order to pass, 


or a majority of the entire eligible electorate. 
The 


^ negative vote was negligible, only slightly more than 


a half million Germans who were against conflsca^ 
'tlon taking tto trovble to vlrtt the polls. Orfhand It 


i would thus appear that sentiment was overwhelmingly 


In favor of the proposal but the flgrures fail to reveal 
the true situation. The voter opposed to seizing the 
ex-kaiser's domains could make his vote as effective 
' by remaining away from the polls a-s If he had availed 
himself of the opportunity to cast a ballot. The only 
Issue involved was whether the friends of the irea- 
"«ure could secure 20,000,000 votes. Falling, they lost 
their fight. Undoubtedly many millions of those wfco 
did not cast a ballot were hostile to confiscation. 


The result was a distinct triumph for President 


Top Hindenburg in the first big fight which he has 
had since Jie became head, of the German republic. 
The former German field marshall took a positive and 
determined stand against confiscation, and it is easily 
imaginable that a defeat would have hopelessly em- 
barrassed the remaining years of his administration. 


A {mer txampie ot German conservatism than that 


represented in the Sunday election could not be of- 
fered. Among the great mass of Germans, it was not 
reverence or awe for the former kaiser which defeated 
the proposal. AV.lhelm has ceased to be the grlonous 
figuie m German eyes which he once was. 
Here 


and there may be found a mingled expression of pity 
and sympathy. But by and large the German people 
arc very well satisfied with their present form of gov- 
ernment. The financial position of Germany has con- 
tinued to Improve—business and industry is moving 
foiwatd, and the skies are brighter. There is nothing 


IJIn the atmosphere to draw public attention to the 
"former emperor or to make him more than a memory 
' In the new Germany. That accounts for the absence 
of hate or strong devotion in the campaign. Under 


, the circumstances it was impossible for anyone to get 
' very much excited. 


The German mind is well disciplined and very

That explains why the confiscation proposal never 


• had a chance from tho start. Regardless of how the 


royal family came by its lands and its properties, 
Germany recognized that it had acquired a title which 


• for a long period oC time had been accounted suf- 
' ficient. It was but natural that it would respect that 


claim.

Another factor which figured very largely in the 


..result \sas the fact the German voter was looking 


ahead. To the east stretched 
communistic Russia. 


Germany, closest to it, was able to get a vivid picture 


( or what might happen when property rights 
were 


1 ignored and the .state attempted to seize lands be- 


• longing to the individual. Once the theory had been 


established that the state might pounce upon 
the 


property of one individual, there was no saying where 
it would atop. It was a danseroua doctrine to receive 


' sanction and one which Germany was unprepared to 


approve. The determination to preserve the principle 
of property rights factored as strongly as any. 


The question of what to do with these royal estates 


remains unsettled, but some compromise wilfprobably 
be reached with the former kaiser and his family.

OH HAPPY DAY! 


The American consul f.t Dresden, Germany, has 


reported to the department of commerce that a style 
committee recently organised in the straw hat In- 
dustry of Germany has already eliminated 280 styles 
In this description of headgear. Instead of making 
some JOO different kinds of straw hats, the manu- 
facturers now make only twenty, and eventually, it 
is thought, the number may be reduced to one stand- 
ard style of straw hat. 


Would that the happy day were here! 
When it arrives, manufacturers will be able to junk 


all the varied machines for different weaves, substi- 
tute simple standard units with Interchangeable parts, 
and make money twice as fast. Shipping departments 
will no longer need sorting and checking clerks. In- 
voices will include only one item—"straw hats."/And 
salesmen will need only inquire the size of one's head, 
and pick up the exact hat the first time. 


Nor will there be time-wasting posing before mir- • 


rors, or worries when someone smiles as the owner 
of a brand new hat step_s out of the store. Tall men, 
short men, fat and lean, dark and blonde, old and 
young, school boys, business men, mechanics, clerks, 
doctors, and thieves will all be clad in the sartle kind 
of headgear. Individual tastes and preferences, the 
bugaboos of the efficiency expert, will no longer exist 
—at least, so far as the -straw hat industry is con- 
cerned. 


And who knows but what the effects might be- 


come even more far-reaching? With every cranium 
clapped into the same kind of a hat, might not evolu- 
tion wipe out all differences in craniums and produce 
a standardized head? And with all heads of th.e same 
proportions and specifications, 
perhaps all brains 


would become alike. And all men would agree on all 
things. 


There would be no quarrels, no misunderstandings, 


no fights. Instead of having radicals and conserva- 
tives, honest men and dishonest men, fundamental- 
ists and modernists, optimists and pessimists, 
we 


would have a, population that saw all things in tho 
same light! with the same, kind of eyes and the same 
kin-t of minds. 


The possibilities which this straw hat committee 


has opened -up tq mankind are almost unlimited. But 
the official committee which made the discovery has 
only cut the number of styles to twenty. The ultimate 
goal of one and only style cannot be reached at once 
by their methods, but is only possible "eventually." 


Here is a chance for American speed to give this 


nation a head start. We could have congress pass a 
law, establishing one legal straw hat, and the trick 
would be done over-night! 


NEBRASKA PASTURES. 


Few people outside of those actually, engaged m 


the dairy industry appreciate the value of pastureage. 


The absence of sufficient moisture in most sec- 


tions of Nebraska to sustain the pastures during April 
and May directed attention to it. One of the very 
serious problems which the farmer has had to con- 
sider was the lack of green feed. He could lose his 
wheat and his oats and while it was a hard blow, it 
was not final. He had his milk and cream and eggs 
to furnish him with some revenue. But when pasture- 
age gave out and it became necessary to feed the 
herds, it was a different story 


These rains which have fallen ^over Nebraska in 


the last ten days have been especially valuable be- 
cause they have revived the pastures. In some sections 
'they were too late to do much for the small grains 
and for potatoes. Of course they were vital and neces- 
sary for corn. But most of all they have brought the 
pastures back to deep green again and the farmer is 
happy again. 


The growth of the dairy industry in Nebraska has 


been little short-of remarkable Barring that period 
during the world war when farmers made enough 
money on their gram crops'to meet their needs, there 
has been a continuous incr»»Ji* in dairying. The pro- 
gress has been most marked in the last three years 
There are few farmers in Nebraska at this time wlio 
are not keeping a,few cows and a flock ot chickens.^ 
It is the best insurance against absolute failure. Ne- 
braska farmers sold $50,000,000 worth of butter and 
.eggs in 1924 and even more last yea.r. That is more 
than she ever received for her wheat crop and more 
than the value of her oat crop. 


NOT A MATTEL FOR GRAND JURY. 


Senator Reed is of the opinion that a grand jury 


might prove of service in following down the evi- 
dence with reference to the expenditures in the recent 
primary there. 


It is doubtful that anything would.be gained. 
Practically the only intimation of incidents which 


would warrant a grand jury relates to the hiring of 
paid "watchers." Enough has been brought out to 
establish that hundreds of thousands of dollar* were 
spent by the contestants in this fashion. Bat unfort- 
unately the law permits,the employment of paid 
"watchers." It did not contemplate that thousands of 
voters would receive employment in this fashion but 
the fact that the provision is Included in the election 
laws eliminates the possibility of grand jury action. 


But whether any action is taken,'much good has 


come out of the senatorial Investigation. The rotten 
conditions in Pennsylvania have been shown up. It 
will be some time before any weajt.hy man or group 
of millionaires attempt to buy the electorate of an 
entire state through the lavish use of gold. For a time, 
at least, politicians w^ll 
hesitate to again Inflame 


population indignation. 
The. examination into the 


Pennsylvania* primary Is going to prove of inestim- 
able value to the country.

some orange, pmk or white urates salts) which are normal constituents. 
Thev'-can be easily dissolved by reheating. Among these urates may be 
some uric acid crvstals In the concentrated urines. They are reddiah or 
yeKshm color' and will not dissolve by reheating. A small amount 
of these may also e norm 
^ standing, especially in warm weather,'

That Rickard will keep the date after 
giving it a successful run-around for some weeks, seems to 
be ordained by the fact that Tuesday also marks the dead line 
set by the board for Dempsey to come to the line on the Wills 
issue. 


Farley Up a Stump. 
Farley declined to anticipate the 
nature of the action that will result 
when Demiisey turns up missing 
again, either in person, 'Which is 
geographically 
impossible 
or 
by 


proxy. However, it was pointed out 
to the chairman that a mere sus- 
pension would defeat 
his reputed 


aim—a Dempsey-AVills 
match for 


t,he heavyweight title — and ho 
agreed. Naturally, if Dempsey is de- 
clared ineligible, no promoter will 
be permitted to sign him for any- 
thing, a Wills, bout included.

President von Hindenberg, who in a 
personal letter declared that 
the 


adoption of such a measure would 
be contrary to all right and jus- 
tice. His home towp, Hanover, how- 
ever, rolled up a vote of J56,534 in

of confiscation, which 
is 


slightly more than half the number 
of eligible Voters. 


Blow To Socialist*. 
defeat of the confiscation 


proposal -was a blow to the polit- 
ical prestige of the socialists, who 
strongly favored It, and It Is con- 
sidered as likely to vitally Influ- 
ence that party's parliament atti- 
tude on the question of Joining a 
future 
coalition government 
be- 
cause of embitterment over their 
desertion by the democrats and .the 
centrists. Both the Initiative and 
referendum were financed by «o- 
cialist funds.
